White, who had 
apparently been under a severe strain

Attorney Golden, for 
the defense stated that a motion for a 
new trial would be made as soon as. 
possible. If the motion is overruled by 
the court, the case will then go to the 
Court of Appeals. 

The only question which caused de- 
lay in reaching a verdict, it is said, was 
that of punishment, death or life im- 
prisonment. The verdict, on the whole, 
is regarded as a victory for the de- 
fense, as the prosecution asked that no 
middie ground be taken, and that the 
men either go acquitted or be hanged. 

The attorneys for the defense were 
absent when the jury came into court, 
and Judge Osborne sent for them. The 
court asked them if they had anything 
to say after the verdict was read. At- 
torneys Blanton and Golden for the de- 
fense said they had not. The judge then 
said he would adjourn court until 1:30 
o'clock this afternoon. Golden ob- 
jected, as he desired to leave earlier 
for his home at Barboursville. Judge 
Osborne told them to make their mo- 
tion for a new trial. The motion was 
thereupon filed and the court took it 
under advisement. When it was an- 
nounced that the jury had come out 
a crowd gathered at the courtioom, 
but was quiet and orderly.

Sir Thomas presented the 
congratulations of the Irish party upon 
the Pope's succession, and the Pontiff 
was much gratified, saying that the

and happiness.

There 
has been a suggestion that Cardinal 
Gotti should be appointed to this post,

Advisability, Scope and Method Made 
the First Three Successive Steps on 
Proposal for United City and County. 
Committees Named. 


The “Consolidation Commission,” in- 
trusted with the proposition to make 
the city and county of Los Angeles 
one in government and bou 
held its initial session in the Council 
chamber last evening. 

It accomplished considerable in an 
hour. Firstly, the members voiced 
their realization of the fact that they 
had consigned to their care one of the 
most momentous problems and impor- 
tant works which ever came before 
this community. Secondly, they took 
hold of a small part of the great ques- 
tion and definitely prepared for work. 
Thirdly, they effected permanent or- 
ganization outlined a partial 
method of procedure. 

Hon. John D. Works was elected per- 
manent chairman of the commission, 
and in a brief he made his first 
public declaration in favor of consol- 
dation, recited what he considered the 
first and fundamental duties of the 
body, and impressed his fellow-com- 
missioners with the importance of the 
work they were undertaking. 

“I have no idea what force led tomy 
selection as chairman of this commis- 
sion,” said Judge Works, in taking the 
chair. “My opinions on consolidation 
are unknown to you, for I have never 
expressed them to any person. As the 
fundamental questions with which thts 
commission must deal, of course the 
very first must be the matter of ad- 
visability—whether consolidation in 
any measure is for the public good. 
Second, if it is considered an advisabie 
move, we must consider how far such 
consolidation shall go. Third comes t 
problem of method—in what way 
consolidation shall be effected. Person- 
ally, I have always thought there 
ought to be some remedy for such an 
absurdity as two separate assessments, 
which entail such an enormous and 
reckless waste of the ublic funds.

corpse. Pendant from the wrist bones, 
which were almost totally decayea, 


were two heavy irdén chains, each 


about 5ft. Gin. in length, witn a crude 
and heavy iron bracelet around each 
wrist. The metal had evidently been 
welded there, but the nes had almost 
fallen through. 
Around the neck bones, or rather, 
where they used to de, was a heuvy 
iron coliur, such as was worn by erim- 
inals of the last century. The collai 
was almost rusted through, but. there 
was nothing to show any fas‘tenings 
or links in it, and its unfortunate 
wearer must have been doomed to 
bear his heavy burden day and night. 


“Now, there was nothing whatever 


to show what sort of man this f*!on 
was, Or, maybe he was not a felon, 
but a prisoner of state, executed fo: 
the sake of some dark secret held by 
those in high authority in California's 
early days. Around the body was 
found no trace of a button or metallic 
clothing fragment of any kind. Also 
there was no trace of a coffin or any 
burial materials. 

“The workmen did not cxercise the 
greatest care in removing the bones, 
and as a consequence I don't know 
just how the body was disposed. The 
shallown of the grave would seem 
to preciu the possibility of any reg- 
ular burial. I am going to carefully go 
over all the ground again 28 soon as 
return, and see what else I can find. 

“No one has advanced a theory that 
will stick yet. I have been told by one 
old resident that away back in the 
‘50's thor ewas an outbreak of pris- 
oners from the fort here in Los Ange- 
les, and some of them, chained and 
manacied just as this fellow evidently 
was, escaped into the ba*k country 
where. Redlands now is, and were killed 
there by the officers of the law. 

“Still, there is another theory, and 
that ix that he may have been a 
prisoner of state at some one of the 
missions, and was simply put out of 
the way in ar quiet a manner as could 
be thoucht of. 

“Personally, I am inclined to think 
he may have benanescaned prisoner 
of the sea, for these are sea irons that 
are found upon his bones.

They 
made many friends among the resi- 
dents here, but of late have been act- 
ing strangely, refusing to see their 
closest friends, and giving everybody 
to understand that they wished to be 
left. alone. 

After numerous fruitless attempts to 
communicate with Mrs. Denver and 
daughter, people gradually began leav- 
ing them alone. Within the past two 
weeks, however, their actions have 
caused some alarm, and fears have 
been entertained of a double tragedy 
being enacted within the little cot- 
tage.

Public Works Committee Refers Ques- 

tion to City Engineer for an Estimate 
of Cost—Pavement to Be Flushed and 
Kept Clean, 


Representatives of the Hill Street 
Improvement Association appeared be- 
fore the Board of Public Works yester- 
Gay to urge that provirion be made for 
lateral storm drains which will permit 
the Guamhing of the new pavement in 
‘the specifications for the Hill-street 
@ection of the big drain. The associa- 
tion asks that the city pay for the 
lateral pipes with money derived from 
the sale of storm-drain bonds. ; 
It is the purpose of the association 
to secure a strictly first-class pave- 
ment, and to maintain it in good con- 
tion, clean and free from dust and 
dirt. The Barber Asphalt Company 
has agreed to purchase the necessary 
bonds to pay for the cost of the storm 
drain in case the paving award is left 
in their hands. The property owners 
desire to have traps placed along the 
entire |! h of the storm drain 
about 100 t apart. When the street 
is flushed the water and sediment can 
be washed into the drains and carried 
@way to the river. 

Attorney Caries Silent addressed the 
board at some length on the desira- 
bility of making the change in the 
specifications. As no one present was 
able to state the proable cost of the 
lateral drains and traps, the petition 
was referred to the City Engineer for 
an estimate. 

A similar disposition was made of the 
petition from residents of that section 
of the city near the west entrance to 
the Third-s t tunnel, aski that a 
stairway and retaining wall bullt 
from the level of Third street to Hope 
street. Laurence Holmes is planning 
to erect a six-story building at the 
west end of the tunnel, but he declared 
his willingness to set his building back 
far enough to leave room for the stair- 
Way. Contractor Hill, of the firm of 

naen & Hill, that completed the 
ird-street tunnel, said he would 
bulld the stairway and wall for $1090. 
One petitioner thought the city ought 
to build a marbie stairway there in 
recognition of all the people of that 
section have done with respect to the 
,Third-street tunnel.

The petitioners cited the streets in 
the Angelus Vista tract between Pico 
and Washington streets that were im- 
proved with the natural soi! mixed with 
oll over a year ago. These streets 
have certainly worn very well 
for streets improved with nat 
wral soll; The ofl was applied 
when the streets were graded by 
Doran & Brouse, who have done a 
very large proportion of such work for 
the city. Sand was sifted over the 
eurface to take up the surplus oil and 
the result was more than satisfactory. 
Heavy teaming has 2 done over one 
of the streets and the surface seems 
to wear exceedingly well. There is 
no dust and sprinkling i« not neces- 
gary. The cost of such a street ts very 
considerable, but less than the cost 
of a gravel or crushed-rock surface. 

The Board of Public Works will make 
an examination of the work before 
finally deciding on a recommendation 
to the Council regarding streets sur- 
faced with the natural soil and coated 
With oll.

PEDRO, Aug. 14.—A _ well-de- 
rumor is current to the effect that 
the Santa Fe railroad is seeking an en-

Those who have carefully observed 
the local railroad situation are of the 
opinion that the Salt Lake and Santa 
Fé are not only working r at 
this end of the line, but at the other 
as well. The fact that the Santa Fé 
has stood by and seen the Southern 
Pacific and Pacific Electric companies 
wage such a desperate battle for vant- 
age points on the San Pedro water 
front, when it might have aid equal 
claim to the rights and privileges ob- 
tained by those corpo ons, ie taken 
to mean that there is considerabl 
more going on between Senator C 
and the heads of the other road than 
the public realizes. It is argued that 
no wide-awake concern like the Santa 
Fé would stand idly by and see its 
competitors lay claim to such valuable 
holdings as the San Pedro water front 
is destined to become, without going 
in for a slice.
